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BIG WAR ON OPIUM 


Prohibitive Law May Result From 
Hague Conference 


Jnited States Takes Initlative In Fight 
Against Drug Used by 150,000— 
The President’s Floating 
Home. 


Washington—An international agree- 
ment for the suppression of the opium 
traffic may result from a conference 
of the interested powers at The 


Hague. The United States is taking 


the initiative in the fight and the call 
for the conference was made through 
diplomatic notes from Secretary of 
State Knox. The desire of this gov- 
ernment is to see embodied {in the in- 
ternational law some form of statute 
grow out of the belief that only 
through the co-operation of opium pro- 
ducing and exporting countries with 
our customs officials can the prohibi- 
tory statute of 1908 against the im- 
portation of fumable opium into the 
United States be made effective. De- 
spite the unceasing efforts of customs 
Officials it is known 68,000 pounds of 
the drug were smuggled last year for 
the use of 150,000 people. Thirteen 
and possibly fourteen countries will be 
represented. They are the United 
States, Great Britain, Austria-Hungary, 
France, China, Germany, Italy, Japan, 
the Netherlands, Portugal, Persia, Rus- 
sia and Siam. Turkey may be also 
represented. 

The American delegation at The 
Hague will seek an international law 
requiring each country to prevent the 
shipment from her ports of smoking 
opium intended for countries where 
that form of a drug Is prohibited. 

United States Has Troubles. 

This government first came into di- 
rect contact with the seriousness of 
the problem when it started out to put 
the Philippines in order. Investiga- 
tion showed that aside from the ques- 
tion there, the continental United 
States also presented a serious prob- 
lem. In 1880 this government had

made a move against the drug through 
a treaty with China which prohibits 
the importation of smoking opium for 
the use of Chinese residents in this 
country. Many Americans were then 
engaged in the traffic and, as there 
was little trouble in secretly dis 
tributing the drug after it had been 
brought to the United States, the 
traflic continued regardless of the 
treaty and the drug acquired victims, 
white and yellow, accordingly. Last 
year when the statute prohibiting the 
{inportation of opium for anything but 
medicinal purposes was passed, there 
were about 200,000 users of the drug 
among Americans. A recent estimate 
places the present number at 150,000. 
Great Britatin and Portugal are assum- 
ed to be the strongest opponents of 
this measure. 

The attitude of Great Britain will 
be watched with interest by the dele- 
gates from other nations. Although in 
the last few years she has shown an 
inclination to join in the movement 
for the suppression of the misuse of 
the drug, Great Britain in the past has 
been open to severe criticism because 
of her Indo-Chinese opium traffic. It 
bas been the popular impression, and 
with some foundation, that the British 
government forced opium on the Chi 
nese by the so-called “opium war.” It 
may be said in extenuation that for 
every pound of the drug India sent to 
China the Chinese produced and con- 
sumed at least 20 times that amount 
wilhin their own borders—a fact not 
generally known. 

One effect of the International 
Opium ctommission’s conference was 
a pact between the British and Chi- 
nese governments, by which the for- 
mer agreed to reduce her productiop 
and exportation of opium to China at, 
the rate of one-tenth a year, beginning 
January, 1908. Great Britain has kept 
her part of the contract, and China 
has more than kept up her end. It is 
claimed on behalf of China that she 
has up to the present time reduced 
her annual production and consump- 
tion of opium to 380,000 piculs—s50,- 
666,666 pounds—about half the former 
amount. It is now China‘s desire for 
‘a new agreement with Great Britain, 
by which the ten-year period may be 
shortened to seven or even five years.

ship when he bade adieu to the battle-, 
ship fleet before its departure on the 
memorable around-the-world voyage. 
When the big ships returned tri- 
umphantly to Hampton. Roads it was 
from the bridge of the Mayflower that 
President Roosevelt welcomed them 
home to Yankeeland. 


In size and in furnishings the May- 


flower compares favorably with the 
royal yachts of Europe. Her bDirth- 


place was Scotland, where she was 


built in 1896 for the kate Ogden Goelet, 


the New York millignaire, who did not 
live long to enjoy;possession of the 
beautiful craft. The original cost of- 
the Mayflower was $800,000. After 
Mr. Goelet’s death’ the yacht was of- 
fered for sale by his widow. It was, 
reported at one time that the late 
King of the Belgians had acquired her, 
but the report was unfounded. The 
vessel was bought for $450,000 by the 
United States goyernment shortly be- 
fore the Spanish-American war and 
was converted into a gufboat, or small 
cruiser. The price paid by the gov- 
ernment was considered a_low. one. 

The Mayflower is 270 feét long and 
is of 2,690 tons burden. Her engines 
produce 4,700 horsepower, and she is 
propelled by twin screws. She car- 
ries a complement of about 170 offi- 
cers and men. The Mayflower carries 
a few light guns, principally for use 
in firing salutes. Otherwise there ts 
nothing In her external or internal ap- 
pearance to distinguish her from pri- 
vate yachts of her-aize.: skke alf the 
other vessels of the navy, she {s kept 
in exquisitely neat condition, her 
smartness being acagatuated by her 
coat of dazzling white paint. The fine 
lines of the Mayflower, which was 
built for cruising at medium speed as 
well as for‘comfort, have attracted the 
admiring notice of many marine, ob- 
servers. The interior of the May- 
flower does not resemble that of a 
warship, thus belying in a way her 
place on the active list of the navy’s 
ships. She is decorated beautifully, 
principally in white, gold, silver, 
and every provision is made for the 
comfort of the PresidéHt and. his 
guests. Thousands -of dollars * are 
spent annually in the upkeep of the 
vessel. 

The Mayflower has been assigned to 
the use of the President since 1902. 
Between the close of the Spantsh- 
American war and her assumption of 
her new duties she served as a gun- 
boat. The question of her disposition 
arose when it was considered by the 
authorities that she had outlived her 


period of naval usefulness. The -deci- 
sion to reconvert her into a yacht and 
detail her to do duty as a Presidential 
vessel in place of the old Dolphin 
brought forth almost universally favor. 
able comment, as it was felt that the 
President should have a yacht worthy 
of comparison with those of the heads 
of other great nations. 


GOVERNMENT OWNS RECLAIMED 
ACRES. a 

In execution of the project for {m 
proving the channel of the Potomac 
river along the water front of Alex 
andria, the United States will obtain 
about 44 acres of land in Battery cove, 
just above Jones point. The question 
of title to this land has been in dis 
pute for several months, and it re. 
quired an opinion of the Attorney 
General to settle it. 

The river and harbor act of the re 
cent Congress contained an appropria 
tion of $60,000 for the {mprovement of 
the Potomac opposite Alexandria. -The 
approved project contemplates dredg- 
ing the river channel 24 feet deep 
along the water front of Alexandria 
and depositing the dredged material 
in Battery cove. That cove is within 
the limits. of the District of Columbia, 
and the jurisdiction and ownership of 
the United States extend to high-water 
mark on the Virginia shore. 

To use the cove in the way pro- 
posed, the construction of bulkheads 
and retaining walls was necessary. 
Interested parties owning adjoining 
land offered to make these construc- 
tions at their own expense, provided 
the government would not dispute 
their title to the land thus, reclaimed. 
The engineers regarded that arrange- 
ment as economical and advantageous 
to the United States. Before entering 
{nto any formal agreement, however, 
{t was decided to askvthe Attorney 
General for an opinion as to the own- 
ership of the artificial accretions wher 
made as proposed. In his opinion the 
Attorney. General reviews the law; in

Investors and Settlers Will Be Drawn 
to California.—Urges Adoption 


of Tax Amendments. 


SAN FRANCISCO.—Arthur M. Ruiz, 
an old San Franciscan, but for the 
past years with the National 
Paper and Type Company of Havana, 
Cuba, has been here for two weeks 
visiting relatives and meeting old 
business acquaintances.

“A RARE OLD BIRD.”

furkey Getting Scarce and Skinny, 

May Become Millionatre’s Dainty. 

The Thanksgiving bird is getting 
scarce and skinny. Records show that 
in England in 1541 the turkey was enu- 
merated among the dainttes, and in 
1578 it had become the customary fare 
of the farmers. If it lasts through the 
twentieth century as the occasional 
fare of the millionaire it will have to 
get busy pretty soon. It is hard to 
raise young turkeys. Farmers are not 
only content to sacrifice that feature of 
“thetr customary fare,” but are not 
finding it worth while to raise enough 
turkeys to. serve as customary fare for 
anybody else. Those who succeed in 
bringing up the young turkeys have 
then the problem of fattening the birds 
for market. 

Our methods of doing. this differ 
somewhat from the English way. In 
England some turkey rfisers keep the 
birds confined, either !n houses or in 
small inclosures, so that they get no 
exercise. Then they are fed heavily 
twice a day on a mixture of ground 
| oats and milk in the morning and whole 
| cata. 
> In this country, when the fatal day 
approaches, turkeys are fattened by 
feeding them ground oats and corn- 
meal, mixed with milk, twice a day. 
It {s said that the English method of 
feeding produces a finer quality of meat 
than that obtained by the corn feeding 
practiced In this country. They gét 
| More solid meat, too, and less of fat. 
But milk-fed turkeys are becoming 
| more common {in American markets. In 
fact, It is only a question of price. 
| Ohestnut stuffing for the turkey Is 
| popular, though It shares !ts,popularity 
with oysters, which some epicures 
| think are the only things worthy of 
| forming an {nner lining for the festive 
| fowl. However that may be, the chest- 
| nut, the big, fat, cultivated one, Js 
more and more {n demand in this coun-

Diamonds by the Ton. 

| Like all the precious metals and 
| stones, the unit of weight usually em- 
| ployed In regard to diamonds ts the 
| carat, of which 15144 go to make up 
la single ounce. To think of sacks of 
diamonds by the ton staggers the Im- 
agination; indeed, the average annual 
output of the famous Kimberley mines 
{gs not more than half a ton, al} told. 

| Statistics have been published re 
| cently at Cape Town, giving the out 
put for several years of the Kimberley 
mines and the river diggings. These 
ylelded in the last three years nearly 
17,250,000 carats—equal to about one 
and a half tons. Tlgeir monetary val- 
ue was $62,250,000. Since the first dia- 
mond was discovered by the banks of 
the Vaal tn 1867, down to the end of 
the present fiscal year, !t is estimated 
| that the total welght of diamonds ex- 
| tracted from the Griqualand mines has 
| been over 18% tons, of a market value 
of fully $475,000,000, 

If statistics of this sort can he 
‘rusted—and in the case of the South 
| African yleld they closely approximate 
| to the facts—only 17 tons of diamonds 
| had been mined all the world to 
' the end of 1902, With the same rela- 

tive output since that thine from Bruzil 

and India, the world’s output of din- 
| monds {8 now more than 20 tons. These 
figures seem small considering the ages | 
| diamonds have been worked in India 
j and elsewhere in the east, and must 
be largely guesswork with respect. to | 
\ the output {n antiquity. It
